Washington, Nov. 1.—Suicide is made 


too simple., ami, therefore, is becoming 
too prevalent, because of the e:ise with 
which deadly poisons may be obtained, 
in the opinion of Dr. W. C. Woodward, 
health official of the DU.trid of Colum- 
bia. In n published appeal he urged ac- 
tion by the congress to regulate the 
trallic in deadly drugs, and especially in- 
dorsed a bill now in course of prepara- 
tion by Representative Mann, of Illinois, 
governing its traffic between the states. 


"It is too easy tj procure poison." de- 


clared Dr. Woodward, "and it is equally 
as true that in many eases the con- 
tainers of the poison ore not distinctive 
enough to insure against mistakes." 


The increasing number of cases of sui- 


cide in the capital has offered a serious 
problem to the health authorities. Tim 
increase is no greater than that through- 
out the country, it is declared, however, 
and congressional prcve-tive legislation 
will be asked.

. midnight tenement fire, visited the 
esidenoe of Andrew Carnegie and 
re- 


[uestcd that an Investigation be insti- 
uted to ascertain why he never re- 
eived the money recorded M having 
;one to him. 


Lentino saved thirteen lives at the 


ire, for which he was declared a hero, 
rle faced death a score of times while 
at this work. 
He received bodily 


juries, too. He again displayed great 
courage at a Canal street fire a few days 
ago. 


In respnosc to Lcntino's inquiries at 


the Carnegie residence he was assured 
;hat Mr. Carnegie would see that he got 
justice, and was told to visit the offices 
of the Caniegie corporation in Fifth ave- 
nue and there lay the facts before Mr. 
Carnegie's private secretary. 


The fire for which Lentino was pro- 


claimed a hero occurred at No. 71 Mul- 
berry street on October 5. 1908. Late 
in December, Iflll, be received a medal. 
A booklet of the Carnegie hero fund 
commission telling of his bravery was 
also rectived. 
Tn this he is listed as 


hero No. 538. Briefly his story is told, 
and in the column of awards appears the 
following: 


"Silver medal and $2.000 to be applied 


to the liquidstion of bis debts, 
other 


worthy purposes and as needed." 


"I received a letter from Pittaburg 


signed by F. M. Wilmot. manager, and 
dated December 27, 1911, just about the 
time the medal came," said Mr. L«ntino. 
"In this I was told that the medal had 
been sent- Nothing was mentioned re- 
garding the money.' but newspaper dis- 
patches informed me that I had been 
awarded ?2.DOO, too. With the medal 


there •was alto a book, in which, a* you 
see, it says I am awarded $2,000. 


"During the past two years I have 


written repeatedly to the hero people, 
but no replies have been received. Noth- 
ing but trouble has come to me out of 
this hero business. Day after day, when 
I was being investigated, I had to givo 
up my work and aid the investigators. 
Then, when the award was published, I 
could not make people believe I had not 
got the money. My wife thought I -wss 
holding out on her. My father becama 
bitter becatne I refused to make him a 
loan."
